fact that tilt' $1,000 will have to com* 
out of the money which was approprl 
ated to the hoard of public service. 
It xviii be remembered that tin* ser­ 
vice hoard anti council were ut log 
gerheads over the $7,000 borrowed by 
Connell from the board, It being the 
contention of tilt* hoard that council 
must pay it all hack forthw ith. 
That 
question was settled by flit' solicitor, 
and the service board agreed to com­ 
promise tem porarily for $2,000. 
Now 
that xxiii have to he divided lf money 
is appropriated to the Northside fund, 
and there xviii he something doing, no 
doubt. 
Though the appropriation ordinance, 
which has been tin* cause of hitter 
enm ity between some of the depart­ 
ments of tin* city anti the finance com­ 
m ittee of council, was at last passed 
by council last evening, ll has not b een 
signed by the mayor and consequently 
is not yet 
valid. 
The mayor stated 
this morning that he would carefully 
consider every amount designated be 
fore his signature will 
he attached. 
He takes exception to one fund in par­ 
ticular ach unless the position of Conn­ 
ell Is proven reasonable In* will return 
th*' ordinance. 
When lie* ordinance was submitted 
to the body. and after Mr. Bullock, 
chairman of the finance com mittee, had 
explained that the xvork of compiling 
the ordinance to suit the whims of ev­ 
eryone affected, was laborious, anim at­ 
ed debating xvas started. 
The auditor 
declared that he would never pay any 


of the hills contracted by any hoard 
during last year when it knew that 
the appropriate!! made for it was being 
overtaxed. 
The statement was the re­ 
sult of inform ation lo tilt* effect that 
the hoard of public safety now has bills 
aggregating $171 
which slKiultl bu vt! 
been paid last year. 
The opinion of Solicitor Davidson was 
asked on the question anti lit* replied 
that tilt* auditor could pay tho hills 
without endangering himself, explain­ 
ing that insomuch as Hit* debts must 
he paid some day, 
no 
one 
could 
hold tin* auditor liable, even if there Is 
a provision in Jhe code prohibiting tho 
payment of a debt which has been con­ 
tracted by a board xvhlcli was cogniz­ 
ant of tin* fact that it was exceeding 
the appropriation.

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PIPE T R U S T DISSOLUTION. 
A Wheeling paper says: 
The Hewer 
pipe situation In the Ohio valley is not 
at pesent just of the best. The Amer­ 
ican Sewer Pipe company, or the trust, 
has closed down most of its plantH 
along Brickyard bend, in the vicinity of 
Toronto. 
The company since 
its or­ 
ganization a year ago, lias never yet 
declared a dividend, which amount to 
some million or over dollars 'worth of 
stock. 
It is said, and not without ample 
authority, that the combine will go 
into the hands of a receiver after their 
meeting immediately after March I. 
The plants, some 25 or 80 in number, 
have suspended indefinitely, and tills 
may be taken aa a criterion of what 
will result after the spring meeting, 
since no repairs have followed the us 
}tal shutdown during the months of 
December and January. 
Tho dissolu 
lion of the combine will prove one of 
the best things for the entire Ohio 
valley and will effect the organization 
of more new independent plants, which 
are on the eve of organization, includ­ 
ing two large plants in Hancock coun­ 
ty., where Al., has been making bot­ 
o y a n Izers of these sumo two plan ta 
were former members of the sewer 
pipe combine. 
Tile report of the dissolution of the 
trust is not known by any of the for­ 
mer managers of the plants in Toronto, 
and tho reason for the dissolution is 
not known apparently, although it I k 
stated on pretty reliable authority that 
the trust is not making a barrel of 
money for the men interested. The 
works In this section have not been 
working steadily, and for three years 
they have lost thousands of dollars tty 
not being able to get enough ears to 
ship their product. 
The Akron plant 
has boomed more than any of tho fac­ 
tories about Toronto, for the reason 
that It has better facilities for shipping 
purposes and all hurry 
up 
orders,

The report of the dissolution of th* 
trust Is not known by any of the for­ 
m er m anagers of the plants In Toronto, 
and the reason for the dissolution Is 
not known apparently, although it is 
stated on pretty reliable authority that 
the trust Is not m aking a barrel of 
money for th e m en interested. The 
works In this section have not been 
working steadily, and for three yours 
they have lost thousands of dollars by 
not being ublu to get enough cars to 
ship their product.

SAN JOSE SCALE 
CAUSING MUCH HAVOC 


Fruit Trees in Ohio Suffer—A 
Test 
Made in Columbiana 
County. 
Columbus. January 20.— (Special.) — 
Tho annual report of A. F. Burgess, 
chief inspector of orchards, which de­ 
partment is under tho management of 
tho state board of agriculture, states 
tiiat the San Jose scalo 
and 
other 
forms of infestation have created much 
havoc in Ohio. 
In 35 cities valuable 
trecs and shrubs were either hilled 
outright or rendered unsightly. Little 
efforts have been made by tho owners 
of tho premises to check tho ravages 
of theso pests. 
To get an idea of the 
general condition of orchards through­ 
out the state one county was selected 
for a thorough inspection. 
Because its fruit acreage is consid­ 
erably greater than that of the aver­ 
age county Columbiana was chosen for 
the test. 
Every orchard in tho county 
was inspected, the San Jose scalo be­ 
ing found in but (wo localities. 
Cod­ 
ling moth was found in most apple or­ 
chards. 
Canker was not present in 
sufficient numbers to do much injury. 
Peach trees were 
severely 
affected 
with yellows, about 40 lier cent being 
diseased. 
Nine per cent of the p< ar 
acreage was affected with pear blight 
and 55 per cent of the plums with black 
rot. 
The inspector complains of in­ 
difference of Cie owners of premises 
where Infestation was found to make 
any effort to eradicate tho pests. 
Entomologists arc of 
tho 
opinion 
that it would be a good plan to import 
lady birds as a moans of extermina­ 
tion of the San Jose scale. These birds 
prey upon these insects and so reduce 
them in numbers as to render them 
harmless.

In 35 cities valuable 
trees and shrubs were either killed 
outright or rendered unsightly. Little 
efforts have been made by the owners 
of Hie premises to check tho ravage* 
of I lie,so pests. 
To get an idea of the 
general condition of orchards through­ 
out the stat© one county was selected 
for a thorough inspection. 
Because its fruit acreage is consid­ 
erably greater than that of the aver­ 
age county Columbiana was chosen for 
the test. 
Every orchard in the county 
was inspected, the San Jose scale be­ 
ing found in but two localities. 
Cod­ 
ling moth was found in most, apple or­ 
chards. 
Canker was not present in 
sufficient numbers to do much injury. 
Poach trees were 
severely 
affected 
with yellows, about 40 per cent being 
diseased. 
Nine per cent of the pear 
acreage was affected with pear blight 
and 55 per cent of the plums with black 
rot. 
The inspector complains of in­ 
difference of the owners of premises 
where infestation was found to make 
any effort to eradicate the pests. 
Entomologists are of 
the 
opinion 
that it, would be a good plan to import 
lady birds as a means of extermina­ 
tion of the San Jose scale. These birds 
prey upon these insects and so reduce 
them in numbers as to render them 
harmless.

Columbus. 0., Jan. 20.— (Special.) — 
Governor Herrick bas exhibited 
no 
nervousness in handling the reins of 
state, which were put into bis untried 
hands last week. 
He is driving like 
an expert horseman.

revealed. He will reseal it bit by bit. 
as the time approaches to put each 
phase of his policy into effect.
